10 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
11 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

14 The motor fue tax rateis:

15 (1) [7] 10 cents for each gallon of aviation gasoline,

16 (2 [23.5] 33.5 centsfor each gallon of gasoline other than aviation
17 gasoline;

18 (3) [24.25] 34.25 cents for each gallon of special fuel other than
19 clean-burning fud or turbine fuel;

20 4 [7] 10 cents for each gallon of turbine fuel; and

21 (5) [23.5] 33.5 centsfor each gasoline-equivalent gallon of

22 clean-burning fuel except dectricity.

23 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That each person holding
24 tax-paid motor fuedl, excluding aviation fudl, for sale at the start of business on July 1,
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1 2004, shall compile and file an inventory of the motor fudl held at the close of business
2 on June 30, 2004, and remit within 30 days any additional motor fuel taxesthat are
3 due
